The costume collection 1s only 
one of many interesting sources of 
information that CSUS librarians 
Fileen Heaser and Karon Kelly dis- 
covered this summer. They visited 
some 65 information resources ina 
penod of a month and a half in an 
effort to compile a directory of 
such resources in the Sacramento 
area. 

There have been directories of 
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library in Sacramento 
betore, but never before has there 
been such an extensive listing and 
betore listed

by those compiling the list 

The main purpose of the visits 
was to ascertain what specialized 


information exists in each in 


formation resource that cannot be 
located elsewhere. Other tacts to he 


listed in the directory. besides the 
specialized subject areas, are the 
availability of resources of public 
use, the phone number 
and hours of each establishment 
whether or not inter-library loan 
offered: and other 


services, such as photo- 


address 


services are 
public 
copying, etc 

The project stems from the lib- 
rarian’s accumulate 
available resources. This function 
includes the offering of books and 
periodicals and the compiling of 
bibliographies in specific subject 
areas 

When Eileen Heaser found 
herself making numerous phone 
calls and spending an undue 
amount of time in locating in- 
dividual publications in the Sac- 
ramento area, she developed the 
idea of a directory which would 
serve to reduce librarians’ efforts to 
one phone call per publication.

It has turned out that the direc- 
tory will probably be most valuable 
to the smaller information 
resources listed. It was discovered 
that in most cases the CSUS library 
already has a very large percentage 
of the materials that exist in the in- 
dividual information centers.

Control May End 
Killing Cycle 


Each year 60,000 dogs and cats 
stabilize the animal 
population in the United States 
During the 1960's the pet 
population increased by 40 percent 
compared with the 10 percent in- 
crease of the human population. 
Basically all the animals were ex- 
ecuted. Yet there has been only one 
study done on this problem and 
that was a short paper from Har- 
vard in 1972 for a Ph.D. 

There is a population of dogs in 
the woods and the city of South 
Lake Tahoe running stray and pos- 
sibly reverting back to the law of 
the wilds. These dogs are classified 
as fearal dogs. They need to be 
studied and observed to better the 
information so that we can correct 
the tragic cycle of killing taking 
place all over the United States of 
the stray animal populations. 

The class we are offering will 
pursue this endeavor. It is 
Psychology 199, Animal Behavior, 
a three unit upper division class. It 
will include research reports, 
selected readings on the subject 
and also some field work done in 
the South Lake Tahoe Basin area. 
This is a continuing project of 
which you'll have a role in. This is 
not a file cabinet class where after 
you're through the reports are filed 
and the subject matter forgotten. 
All of the compiled information 
will be used to begin a program of 
birth control rather than death 
control

Naked Skydivers--It All Started in a Barroom

What a kick...to be one with 
nature, naked to the winds, tum- 
bling down from the heavens...as 
though you were dropped from a 
stork. On July 1{5, this past 
summer, eight young members of 
the Sacramento Valley Skydivers 
Association made skydiving his- 
tory and possibly initiated a new 
fad. The history making event was 
a nude free fall, with the eight 
chutists forming an eight point 
Star af 

In skydiving circles it 1s con- 
sidered a very difficult aerobatic 
stunt to form an eight-pornt star 
So what ts the significance of doing 
it “au naturel” 

Well, tor one thing, it 
For another. skydiv- 


was a 
world’s first 
ing is usually performed in a jump 
suit, with the jumpers maneuvering 
while traveling toward earth at 
about 115 miles per hour. (The type 
of jump suit refered to here is a 
specially designed skydiving suit. 
not the type that vou would find in 
a boutique.) While naked. because 
of the drastic reduction in surface 
area, the maneuvers are pert ormed 
at about 115 miles per hour, which 
adds greatly to the ditficulty 

What brought all this about? 
According to Sandy Sandoval. a 
CSUS student and one of the 
skydivers, the idea originated 
where so many ideas do, in a bar 
Most barroom’ schemes are 
forgotten as soon as another beer is 
poured. But whenever one lingers it 
is certain to produce notorious 
results 

According to Sandy, he didn’t 
actually believe that it would 
happen. Everyone seemed to be 
silently hoping that someone 
would call it off. However. says 
Sandoval, “It got to be almost like 
a challenge after a while.” 

What started as just a joke lead 
to serious business later in the 
evening. Committments were 
made and plans to jump on the 
fo'lowing Sunday were set. During 
the week a photographer was lined 
up and Playgir! magazine was con- 
tacted. Playgirl immediately dis- 
patched a writer to cover the event. 


So on July 15, the eight committed 
skydivers assembled, along with 
the photographer and media 
people from two local papers and 
Piaygirl, and a small audience that 
had heard about the event 
Because of the cost involved in 
making each jump, the crew could 
not afford to make more than one 
practice jump. The purpose of the 
practice was to determine the order 
in which the jumpers would leave 
the plane and how the 
photographer would do_ the 
filming. The 
seasoned pro who used to film 
much of the 


photographer. a 


television series, had immense 


problems on his hands. With two 





cameras mounted on his helmet 
and ail of his equipment plus a 
jump suit, his falling was much 
slower than the rest of the group 
To overcome this barrier he had to 
tape his jump suit to decrease his 
surface resistance and leave it in the 
middle of the pack 

After the photographer readied 
himself, they made their practice 
jump, in cutoffs from about 9,000 
feet. According to Sandy, this 
jump added to the crowd's an- 
ticipation. He said they kept pres- 
sing closer to the airstrip for a 
better “view” of things. This 
prompted them to pull farther 
down the airstrip so that they could 
get themselves in relative seclusion.

Once the bare assers were ready 
they tried to persuade the pilot to 
disrobe also. He flatly refused 

Contrary to what one might 
think, Sandoval said. no one was 
actually “hanging loose.” There 
was a quiet tenseness, even though 
all were veteran skydivers with 
more than 6,600 jumps among 
them. They knew that there would 
only be one chance 

This time they jumped from 
about 12.000 feet (approximately 2 
miles up). The tirst thing Sandoval 
recalls is how cold it was up there 
about a 36 degree drop in 
temperature Also 
seemed a bit hesitant about lining 
up too close to each other prior to 


evervone

that he felt as though he left 
something in the plane. (And 
indeed he did.) As everyone 


maneuvered into position he knew 
that they were going to make it 
Holding hands floating 
downwards as though suspended 
in space, they formed and held for 
about eight to 10 seconds. Five 
seconds were minimum time re- 


quired to make the attempt 
bonafide. Said Sandy, “the feeling 
of achievement was indes- 
cribeable.” 


After descending nearly 10,000 
feet. they opened their chutes. Now 
came the one real tense moment of 
the day, as one of the diver’s main 
chute didn't open. He sped 
downward ahead of the pack until 
his secondary chute opened 
Because he was so far ahead of the 
rest, the other divers all 
maneuvered their chutes to land 
together with the one errant diver 
The landing finally ended in a 
sheep pasture some distance away. 

The landing stirred so much ex- 
citement that one excited local 
photographer on the ground ran 
into a barbed wire fence and broke 
his camera while trying to sneak a 
few ground shots. 

Back on the ground they 
congratulated each other and put 
on clothes that had been tucked 
into helmets. 

I asked Sandoval, who were the 
other divers? Unfortunately all of 
the names can’t be mentioned 
because several of the men’s wives 
made them swear to remain 
anonymous. But Sandovai did say 
that there were two students, one 
teacher, a carpenter, an insurance 
salesman, an upholsterer, and even 
a member of the U.S. Air Force. 

Since the jump was made, San- 
doval said that they have been con- 
tacted by two other groups of 
skydivers that have also formed 
nudé eight-point stars. The most 
recent was a group of seven men 
and one woman from Stormville, 
New York. 

In addition, Skydiver magazine 
has now inquired about doing a 
story on the event. They have also 
received requests for posters of the 
siar formation from as far away as 
Australia. 

After all it was all over, ac- 
cording to Sandoval, the eight 
nude skydiving pioneers went back 
to the same little bar where it all 
began and toasted the feat with 
much beer. This time there were no 
more brainstorms!

Daniel Ellsberg Will 
Speak at UCD 


Daniel Elisberg will lecture in 
U.C. Davis’ Freeborn Halli Thurs- 
day night, Sept. 27 at 8 pm. 
Ellsberg will speak on his “Pen- 
tagon Papers” experiences and will 
answer questions about his ac- 
tivities following the lecture 

Third in his Harvard class of 
1952, Ellsberg spent a year at Cam- 
bridge University on a fellowship, 
then three years in the Marines asa 
lieutenant before returning to Har- 
vard for post-graduate work as a 
prestigious Junior Fellow’ in 
Economics. Later he was a 
respected member of _ the 
government-financed Rand Cor- 
poration think-tank and per- 
formed important consultant work 
for the State Department after the 
Bay of Pigs and Cuban missile 
crises. 

By 1964, when Elisberg joined 
the Pentagon as Special Assistant 
in its department of International

Security Affairs, he seemed headed 
for an outstanding career as a 
defense and foreign policy analyst 

After a short time in Vietnam, 


he became increasingly bitter 
toward the War and the Es- 
tablishment. 


Attempts to bring a Top Secret 
Study on the Indochina War to the 
attention of various administrative 
and legislative officials failed. He 
then released them to the press. 

Elisberg was charged under 
federal laws governing espionage, 
treason, embezzlement and theft in 
October, 1969. All criminal 
charges against Ellsberg and his co- 
defendent, Anthony Russo were 
dropped
